Hearst, who is in Paris, has cabled a 
caustic reply to a message transmitted 
to him from Samuel Gompers, stating 
that in view of the 
Democratic 


stand for labor, it would be "an act 
of greatest patriotism for the Inde-' 
pendencc party to indorse the Demo- 
cratic platform," and urging him not 
to run a third ticket, as it would elect 
Mr. Taft. 
Mr. Hearst's cablegram 


follows: 
I 


"Tell Mr. Gompers that I am not au- 


thorized to speak for the membership 
of the Independence league, but, ac- 
cording to my personal standards, a 
purer patriotism consists in laboring 
to establish a new party which will 
be consistently devoted to the Interest 
of the citizenship and particularly to 
the advantage and advancement of 
the producing classes. I do not think 
the path of patriotism lies in support- 
ing a discredited and decadent old 
party which has neither conscientious 
conviction nor honest'intention, or In 
indorsing chameleon candidates who 
change the color of their political 
opinion with every varying hue of op- 
portunism. ^ I do not think the best 
benefit of laboring men lies in sup- 
porting that old party because of a 
scp of promise when the performance 
of that party while in power did, more 
to injure labor than ah the injunc- 
tions ever issued before or since. .-I 
have lost faith in the emptr promises 
.of an unregenerate Democracy. 
I 


have lost confidence in the ability, in 
the sincerity and even in the integ- 
rity of its leaders. I do not consider 
it patriotism to pretend to support 
that which as a citizen I distrust and 
detest, and I earnestly hope the Inde- 
pendence party will give me an oppor- 
tunity to vote for candidates that are 
both able and honest, and for a dec- 
laration of principles that is both 
sound and sincere."

rules. An extended debate followed, 
which finally resulted In the restora- 
tion of tho rules and a ballot for the 
vice presidency. Three were named. 
Professor Watkins, T. B. Demaree of 
^Kentucky and Charles S. Holler of In- 
diana. The first ballot resulted in the 
nomination of Professor Watkins by 
an overwhelming majority, and he was 
Immediately thereafter, upon motion 
of the Kentucky delegates, made the 
unanimous choice of the convention. 


Both the presidential and vies pres- 


idential nominees are candidates for 
governor in their respective states on 
the Prohibition ticket. 


Eugene W. Chafin, who leads the 


Prohibition party this year, is an at- 
torney residing in Chicago. Ho Is a 
native of "\Vaukesha county, WIs., and 
for some years practiced law there. 
He was at one time candidate for 
governor of Wisconsin on the Prohi- 
t.tion ticket, and was this year placed 
in the running for the same position 
In Illinois by the Prohibitionists of 
that state.

campaign fund were called for John 
M. Fischer of Massachusetts stood up 
to notify the convention he would give 
?1,000. On repeated calls to the stage 
ae said ho would give $3,000 if the na- 
tional committee would put $1,000 
back for the fleht in Now

Charles Eckhart of Auburn, Ind.,

York, gave $500. Elisha Kent Cain of

Frank 3. Sibleyand wife of Arizona 
gave $250, $200 of it in cash. George 
and Helen Hornby of Valentine, Neb., 
gave $250. When calls for contribu- 
tions of $100 were mado Dr. Palmer 
of Missouri started the ball rolling, a 
number of men and women stood up 
all over the hall. Carrie Nation rose 
to give "$50 to the national committee 
and $50 to the party that would stand 
for woman's suffrage." 


The forenoon session of the conven- 


tion was devoted to the discussion and 
adoption of a brief platform, which is 
probably the shortest on record, con- 
taining not more than 350 words. It 
follows:
